Believing that many accidents 
are caused by motorists un¬ 
familiar with right of way rules, 
the public Safety department of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California has made public the 
following summary of the State 
motor vehicle code: 

Approaching intersections, right 
of way must be yielded to any 
car which has already entered the 
intersection from another high¬ 
way. Only when two cars enter 
an intersection from different 
roads at approximately the same 
time is the driver on the left re¬ 
quired to yield the right of way 
to the car on the right. 

When intending to turn left, 
the driver must give a proper 
hand signal continuously for the 
last 50 feet before turning, but 
the actual turn cannot be com¬ 
pleted unless it can be made with 
reasonable safety. The person 
turning must yield the right of 
way to all oncoming traffic with¬ 
in the intersection or so close 
as to constitute an immediate 
hazard. Thereafter the driver may

It is well illustrated by 
Patrick Henry in his plea for 
constitutional liberty as against 
the tyranny of George III, when 
he said, “I care not what others 
may think, but as for me, give 
me liberty or give me death.” 
Another patriot confronted with 
the loss of liberty or the loss of 
life, said, “Death is the best gift 
to one who never yet cared to 
■survive his country.” 

That kind of patriotic loyalty 
moat aptly typifies the spirit of 
true Americanism. Those Inclined 
to cavil may ask, Loyalty to 
what? To which we reply, with¬ 
out fear of contradiction - True 
Americanism consists of loyalty 
to the spirit and form of govern¬ 
ment established and perpetuated 
to us by the heroes of 1776. Up 
to that time, in all the world’s 
history, nothing had ever been 
devised to equal it, and certainly 
nothing has been suggested since 
to surpass it. It would not be 
possible to pick a group of men 
from any period of the history of 
the world, possessing an equal 
degree of intellectual capacity 
and political sagacity as shown 
by the group of men who framed 
the Declaration of Independence 
and the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Americanism holds to what we 
have until something better is of¬ 
fered. Americanism favors pro¬ 
gress, does not object to change 
to meet changing conditions, but

Another Load 
For County’s 
Taxpayers 

$3,500,000 Obligation Of 
Drainage Districts Added 
To Flood Control Levy 

“One, two, three and you’re out 
in the old ball game.” 

Change the last part of this 
dllty to read, “the old tax game;” 
apply the "you” to Mr. Average 
Taxpayer—and you have Los An¬ 
geles county’s 19.’17-38 tax situa¬ 
tion at a glance. 

5?trike one is the county’s new 
$54,500,000 budget — an all-time 
high. 

Strike two is the combined 
school district tax rate—forecast 
at $2.22 per $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation. 

And .strike three, which sends 
the taxpayer to the showers - pro¬ 
vided he can get there under his 
owm steam—is Assembly Bill 2910, 
that has just become a law, 
which merges nine special drain 
age Improvement districts, carry¬ 
ing bonded debts totaling more 
thTn three and one-half million 
dollars, with the county flood 
control district. 

That the merger will call for 
a boo-t in the new flood di.strict 
tax rate, due to addition of the 
expense of operating the drainage 
districts and paying interest and 
bond requirements, goes without 
saying. 

The nine districts, which were 
formed in various parts of the 
county between 1922 and 1930, 
accumulated a bonded debt of 
nearly $7,000,000 which they 
found themselves unable to pay 
in recent years. 

The debt today stands at 
around $3,500,000, which auto¬ 
matically will be assumed by the 
flood district—and county tax¬ 
payers —as a whole. 

Under the merger bill, prop¬ 
erty owners who voted the bonds 
on themselves in the drainage 
districts will be relieved of fu¬ 
ture liability for payment of the 
bonds. All that they are required 
to do will be to pay the amounts 
already assessed against their 
property - leaving county taxpay¬ 
ers generally holding a $3,500,000 
sack. 

According to taxpayers organi¬ 
zations, people are beginning to 
find it’s fun voting special im¬ 
provement district bonds because, 
as a general rule, in the end 
everybody foots the bill—w'hether 
they like it or not.

Care Of Transients Be¬ 
coming Unbearable Burden 
On County’s Taxpayers 

With one fifth of the county’s 
population now on relief and with 
costa in 1936 equalling $44,52 for 
every man, woman and child in 
the county. Governor Merriam 
will meet next week with civic and 
welfare workers, heads of private 
relief agencies and represenlative.s 
of taxpayers organizations to map 
plans for state financial assis¬ 
tance for Los Angeles county in 
the matter of unemployment re¬ 
lief and particularly the care of 
transients from other .states. 

Roughly 458,000 persons, rep¬ 
resenting 19.36 per cent of the 
county’s population, are now on 
relief, according to a memoran¬ 
dum pre.sented to Harry L. Hop¬ 
kins, relief administrator, by Su¬ 
pervisor John Anson Ford and 
Rex Thompson, county superin¬ 
tendent of charities. 

While $44.52 represents the re¬ 
lief cost per capita in 1936, the 
amount per taxpayer is $57.14, 
there being fewer taxpayers than 
inhabitants. Relief cost per capita 
in 1925 was only 92 cents. 

Increasing relief coats have 
ahow’n a corresponding boost in 
the county tax rate. In 1920 the 
rate approximated 80 cents per 
$100 of assessed valuation. Last 
year this rate had jumped to 
$1,27. Preliminary estimates for 
the present fiscal year indicate 
a tax rate of $1.65, an increase 
of 34 per cent. 

During the 12 months ending 
April 30, 1937, a total of 2,046,- 
614 per.sons entered California by 
automobile, according to the state 
department of agriculture. Seven¬ 
ty-four per cent of these people 
entered .Southern California, and a 
large proportion of them were 
looking for employment. This In¬ 
flux of job-seekers and their fami¬ 
lies prohibits reemployment of a 
large share of the county's own 
unemployed. 

And finally, although California 
is the fifth ranking state in pop¬ 
ulation, the average per capita 
federal relief for California has 
been less than the average per 
capita for the United States. 

In announcing next week’s con¬ 
ference, Supervisor McDonough, 
chairman of the special committee 
on relief of the board of super¬ 
visors pointed out that the board 
is now sponsoring a plan of 
"county jobs for county residents’’ 
and demanding that the state and 
federal government take care of 
all transients.
